The figures of births and deaths shown in this 
statement for week ending the 5th July, 1958 relate to 
127 towns from the States of Bihar, Madras, Mysore, 
Orissa, Pondicherry, Punjab and Uttar 
Pradesh with a population coverage of 16,967 
thousands out of the total population of 46461 
thousands in 320 towns in the country. The 
number of births and deaths recorded in these 


towns were 10,072 and 4,439 representing birth 
and death rates of 30*9 and 13*6 per thousand of 
population respectively. 

The towns of Banaras, Chandausi and Khurja in 
the State of Uttar Pradesh have recorded high death 
rates of 33 - 5, 35 ■ 5 and 31 *7 per thousand of popula- 
tion respectively.
